The best way of handling the prob- 
lem of aggression, he said, was to set 
up a court or courts of arbitration. 


Before he began his speech, wnich 
was delivered before a crowded hall, 
he conferred with the representatives 
of the British -dominions, outlining to 
them the mam issues he would fol- 
low. '

Against Forms 


of Bolshevism 


(By The Amiocteted Pms) 


HXJlX. England. Sept. 4-—Address- 


ing the British trades union congress 
here today. Peter J. Brady., president 
of the Federation Bank of New York 
said American labor was "against 
kaiserism, bolshevism or any form of 
despotism, which seeks to overthrow 
democratic institutions. 


Mr. Brady, who came here as the 
representative of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, welcomed the efforts 
of the congress to unite more "strong- 
ly the workers of Great Britain and 
America. The world war he said, had 
been followed 
by "purgators" and 


there was not yet peace.

The Jury which tried him for tha 
murder of Dr Robert L. 'Powell lat« 
yesterday returned a verdict of not 
guilty, bringing to an end what oourt 
officials term one of the most sensa- 
tional trials in, the 
history 
of ths 
county. 


Kendall, who had maintained al« " 
most continuous a nonchalant atti- 
tude since the shooting,- which occur- 
red May 17. on a Voad near "Granite 
Spring, received the verdict -without 
emotion, but tears of happiness and 
relief came into the eyes of his fath- 
er and sisters who have ibeen at hit 
side throughout the trial. 


As he walked from the courtroom, 
Kendall told reporters he Intended to 
remain In the community and con- 
tinue his work as if nothing evtra- 
ordlnary had occurred.

Kendall based his case on a self 


defense plea, claiming he shot 
the 
physician only after the latter had 
advanced on him and had refused*Uo 
halt.

Perhaps the most dramatic develop- 
ment of the trial came when Mere- 
dith Kendall, ^'ho had been engag- 
ed to the physician, took -the stand 
and told how she had nursed Powell 
during a serious illness and how. la't- 
er, he had made improper advances 
to her. 
Powell's aged mother testified -"be- 


fore the jury that her son. who died 
in her arms soon after the shoorinjf. 
had left a statement accusing Kendall 
of having shot him.

from the earth, scientific men of the 
\\orlcl at large will be just as much 
in the dark as to whether Mars reallv 
is inhabited as they were two weeks 
ago, when the ret1, namesake of our 
soil of war started its swing seven 
million miles nearer to old mother 
earth. 
The cum total of scientific discover- 


ies made; by the small army of savants 
who" 
have been manning giant tele- 


scopes In the Ijie Pacific: coast obser- 
vatories since the planet commenced 
to come into 
"opposition" to 
this 


world, in fact, would tend to support 
the opposite belief—that Mars is un- 
inhabited. 
The supposed "canalp" which long 


have been the chief bahis of scientific 
belief that Mars boasted animal and 
probably human life verv much like 
our o\vn, it turns out. are entirely too 
\\irle to be man-made affairs, 
fully 


100 miles across. 
Also, 
from 
the 


scientific viewpoint they now are de- 
claied to be too winding iuul twisting 
in their courses to be. the result, of 
any great Martian engineering project. 


On the 
other hand, 
observations 


photographs have virtually estab- 


lished the tact that Mars now only 
has air clouds and atmospheric con- 
ditions very -similar to our own. but 
also has rivers and mountains, land 
and sea. 
Presence of water in the supposed 


canals, which now turn out in scien- 
tific theories to be rivers, is believed 
to be proved by the fact that vapors 
very similar to our own earthly fos& 
arise from them everv morning when 
the sttn first strikes them 
Actual results of the savants' obser- 


vations, however, will not be definite- 
ly 
known for 
several \\eeks. 
until 


scores of photographs taken during 
the opposition period have been De- 
veloped and compared. It is possio.e 
that these photographs, taken with 
color screen arrangements which will 
help astronomers determine the den- 
sity of the Martian atmosphere, also 
may establish definitely whether there 
is vegetation upon the planet. Dur- 
ing The 12 nishts that it has been 
possible to take 
photographs 
from 


Lick observatory more than a hun- 
dred exposures 
were 
made. 
They 


represent various surfaces of Mars 
which nine been turned toward the 
earth during the opposition period. 


Nullifying the hitherto widely held 


theory that the so-called Martian ca- 
nals "probably are the greatest evi- 
dence of the exist<»ce of human lne 
.on the planet.. Dr. R. G. Aifiken. noted 
astronomic authority in charge of all 
studies of Mars made through the big 
telescopes here, says: 
"All of us who have participated in 


the observations of Mars made from 
•this observatory during the last two 
•weeks are agreed, that there is no evi- 
dence of anything artificial on the 
surface of the planet which would in- 
dicate the presence of human life.
